

TOWN MUST PAT 
ON 2 LIBRARIES 


The Woodbury county district 




court Saturday ruled that any 
town which established a pub¬ 
lic library of its own after 1948 
is not automatically exempt from 
paying taxes on the mobile coun¬ 
ty library. 

The ruling was handed down 
by Judge George W. Prichard 
after the town of Correctionville 
asked for a court order to prevent 
the board of supervisors from col¬ 
lecting a 2-mill levy against the 
residents of the town for the pub¬ 
lic library. 



The town claimed that the i 


dents organized a library of their 
own last summer and that that 
automatically exempts them from 
paying into the treasury of the 


county library. 


“The town of Correctionville 
has apparently made no effort to 
effect a withdrawl from the coun¬ 
ty library district and there is 
no provision of the statute that 
provides that the establishment 
of a town free public library au¬ 
tomatically effects a withdrawal 
from the county library system, 
the judge ruled. 

The amount to be collected for 
the year under the 2-mill levy 
■was $1,462.49. 

The county library proposal was 
passed by the state’s voters in 
1948.
